The action b y Col. Theodore W. Gu y of 
Tu cson, Ariz.. was the first su ch mov e 
against any of the 5 88 U.S. m ilitary POWs 
who hav e retu rned home. 
Pentagon spokesm an Je rry W. Fried- 
heim said the nam es of the eight — fiv e 
soldiers and three M arines — wou ld b e 
m ade 
pu b lic 
after 
they 
are 
formally 
notified. 
Friedheim did not disclose the specific 
charges or any details, b u t m ilitary sou rces 
said Gu v accu sed the eight of aiding the 
enem y , 
disob edience 
to 
orders 
and 
disrespect to su perior officers. 
M ore than a m onth ago. the 4 4 -y ear-old 
Gu y denou nced som e POWs as cowards 
“ w ho openly collab orated with the enem y ” 
and cau sed phy sical harm to som e of their 
com rades. He declined to nam e them , 
say ing at the tim e, 
“ Those who did 
collab orate with the enem y or w ent against 
the Code of Condu ct will b e identified b y 
m e and. after all the ev idence is in. I will 
decide w hether charges will b e placed.” 


Pentagon officials had tried to prom ote a 


forgiv e and forget attitu de am ong the 
POWs. b u t there is no way u nder the Code 
of M ilitary Ju stice that they cou ld prev ent 
an officer or enlisted man from pressing 
charges 
The filing of charges does not necessarily 
m ean that the accu sed will stand trial 
b efore cou rts-m artial. That is determ ined 
b y m ilitary officials on the b asis of a form al 
inv estigation, after which they cou ld elect 
to drop the charges. 
Gu y , who spent fiv e y ears as a prisoner 
of the North V ietnam ese, 
was senior 
ranking officer at a Hanoi prison com ­ 
pou nd called “ The Plantation. " 
He was senior officer ov er 108 men. 
ranging in rank from priv ate to colonel, 
who had b een captu red in Sou th Vietnam 
and Laos. 
Gu y has claim ed he was tu rned in b y 
other Am erican prisoners and b eaten and 
tortu red b ecau se of his efforts to set u p 
com m u nications am ong the POWs and to 
organize cam p life and discipline. 


According to Gu y , som e POWs accepted 
fav ored treatm ent from their N orth Viet­ 
nam ese captors, in the form of ex tra 
rations and greater freedom within the 
com pou nd walls, and “ tu rned their b acks 
on u s.”

strate a cautious and polite at­ 
titude to officers and guards in 
the camp 
When the Vietnam­ 
ese officers and guards come to 
the rooms for inspection 
the 
criminals must carefully and 
neatly put on their ciothes. 
stand at attention, bow a greet­ 
ing and await further orders 
They may sit down only when 
permission is granted 


The criminal must maintain 
silence in the detention rooms 
and not make an\ loud noises 
which can be heard outside All 
schemes and attempts to gam 
information and achieve com­ 
munication with the criminals 
living next door by intentionally 
talking loudly , tapping on walls 
or by other means will he 
strictiv punished 
“ The criminals must go to

Asylum is granted routinely 
to run-of-the-mill defectors But 
Lvoich is the first Soviet pilot 
known to have defected since 
1967. when the pilot of a MIG17 
made a wheels-up landing in a 
Bavarian meadow and asked 
for asylum in the United States. 
Authorities were investigating 
whether Lvoich crossed 
the 
border with the intention of de- 


fecting or if the request was 
prompted bv the crash 


Lvoich agreed to meet Tues­ 
day with a Soviet diplomat in 
the presence of a West German 
official. Two Soviet 
military 
officers and an official of the 
Soviet Embassy in Bonn were 
allowed to inspect the wreckage 
of the plane, which will be re­ 
turned to the Soviets. 


The incident was an embar­ 
rassment to Chancellor Willy 
Brandt's government since it 
came only a week after Soviet 
leader Leonid I Brezhnev's vis­ 
it to Bonn.

The 
farm in that country, however, 
got an average that year of 
$1.80 including payments. 
Wheat prices in 1972, largely 
because of big sales to the So­ 
viet Union, soared to $2.26 per 
bushel in Kansas including pay­ 
ments. 


But Lewis and many other 
experts, including some in the 
Nixon administration, believe 
that 1972 wheat prices were ab­ 
normally high and that once 
other producing countries get in 
gear the effects of the big Rus­ 
sian sales and other world de­ 
mands will taper off. 
Thus, according to the Farm ­ 
ers 
Union, some 
protection 
should 
be provided through 
maximum and minimum prices 
for wheat in the world market. 
Such a system existed some 
years ago but was scrapped. 
The Nixon administration has 
adamantly opposed such ar­ 
rangements as unworkable and 
protectionist. 
The Senate Agriculture Com­ 


mittee. however, includes in its 
farm bill a provision urging 
that a new international grains

Dr. D. Gale Johnson, a U ni­ 
versity of Chicago economist, 
has advocated for years a liber­ 
alized trade climate.

"W hile it is possible that the 
Soviet Union might become a 
substantial importer of high 
protein feeds such as soybeans, 
wheat imports will not occur 
except as dictated by adverse 
weather.”

Neither poor vision, heart disease, 
arthritis or any other impairment 
affects as many people. 


A nationwide effort is now under 
way to reach those millions who 
have a hearing loss but who. for a 
variety 
of 
reasons, 
including 
procrastination, 
unawareness, 
vanity or simply not knowing what 
to do. have not sought the proper 
attention that could correct or 
reduce their disability. 


The magnitude of the problem is 
startling. 


According to James P. Ince, 
executive secretary of the Hearing 
Aid Industry Conference, some 19 
million persons in the United 
States, including about 3.5 million

children, 
have 
sub­ 
stantial hearing defects. 


More than 90 per cent of these 
disabling hearing losses could be 


significantly 
improved 
by 
medicine, surgery or amplification, 
saysInce. 


An estimated 7 to 9 per cent of 
the U.S. population, mostly over 
age 60, needs hearing aids. Yet the 
sad fact is that only about 2.5 
million persons today wear them. 


Even among the hard of hearing 
who know of their impairment, 
many don’t think anything can or 
should be done about it. Many 
have never been to a physician 
about their hearing, usually be­ 
cause the disability comes on 
gradually and without pain. 


Persons with hearing problems 
are urged to consult a medical 
doctor, preferably an otologist or 
otolaryngologist. Depending on the 
type of problem, the doctor will 
either advise medical treatment or 
surgery or recommend a reliable 
hearing aid dealer. (NEA)

A conservative view 
Nix o n is

WASHINGTON — President Nixon’s 
long Watergate statement last week was 
clear, 
understandable, and 
regrettably 
revealing The President is not yet out of 
this foul swamp, but his statement moves 
him toward the sunlight of restored public 
confidence. 


Looking at Watergate 
is like looking through 
a 
microscope

one sees certain 
things. 
Increase 
the 
magnification, and one 
sees still more. Another 
increase, and still other 
substances appear. All 
these things were there all the time The 
naked eye could not see them. 


This is true of the Watergate story. Like a 
third 
magnification, 
the 
President’s 
statement brought into view one small part 
of the invisible world of intelligence 
gathering. It has been there all the time, 
through 
Democratic 
and 
Republican 
administrations alike. To have its existence 
thus revealed is embarrassing; in some 
ways the experience is deeply alarming; 
but we ought not to flinch from the truth; 
This is swamp water as it is. 


The main purpose of Nixon’s statement 
was to draw a sharp distinction between 
Watergate itself and the national security 
operations that became entangled with it. 
The distinction is real, and it is important. 
“Watergate.” in this context, embraces 
only those acts of political espionage and 
sabotage — the bugging of Democratic 
National Headquarters, the fabricating of 
scurrilous campaign letters. These acts 
were squalid and contemptible; there can 
be no justification for them. 


The national security operations are 
something else entirely. The assignment 
given to various “ plumbers,” in 1969 and 
again in 1971, was a prudent, proper, and 
indeed an indispensable assignment: They 
were to stop leaks of highly sensitive 
information. These 
leaks 
had 
to 
be 
plugged. The means that were employed 
toward this end may sit uneasily on the 
American conscience, but both the means 
and the end may be justified. 


The investigations of 1969 turned up 
something else also — a shocking lack of 
coordination 
among 
the 
various 
intelligence-gathering agencies. By July of 
1970, F B I Director Hoover had severed his 
liaison with everyone else. An Intelligence 
Evaluation Committee, created to relieve 
the intolerable situation, recommended 
that various techniques that had been 
suspended — including selected break-and- 
entry operations — be resumed. Hoover 
again balked. The plan never was put into 
operation. 


In June 
of 
1971, we are 
led 
to 
understand, the situation still obtained. 
When 
the 
New 
York 
Times 
began 
publication 
of 
the 
Pentagon 
Papers, 
including a great many documents not a 
part of the 47-volume study, it appeared 
that national security might be imperiled 
by a leak “ so grave as to require 
extraordinary actions.” Nixon immediately 
created his own Special Investigations 
Unit, headed by John Ehrlichman, and 
these 
Plumbers 
did 
indeed 
take 
extraordinary actions. Among other things, 
they burglarized the office of a psychiatrist 
treating 
Daniel 
Ellsberg. 
It 
seemed 
conceivable then that Ellsberg was part of 
a foreign espionage apparatus. 


We can imagine with what reluctance 
Nixon last week disclosed this third degree 
of magnification. Many Americans will be 
shocked to comprehend that their own 
government, under different Presidents, 
has engaged in the shadowy techniques 
attributed to Communist regimes. Many of 
us share the distaste of Henry Stimson for 
clandestine operations. “ Gentlemen,” said 
the secretary of war, “ do not read other 
people's mail.” But like the drop of swamp 
water, this is the way the world is. and for 
trying to keep these things covered up, the 
President merits not blame, but praise.

WASHINGTON - The F B I has been 
badly burned by the revelations that it has 
been misused by White House aides. Yet 
believe it or not, the F B I is still doing 
political chores for the White House. 


F B I agents are quietly investigating 
those “ Vietnam Veterans Against the War” 
who worked in the presidential campaign 
of Sen. George McGovern. This is part of a 
desperate search, apparently, for evidence 
that would somehow justify the bugging 
and break-ins authorized by the White 
House during the 1972 campaign. 


As 
we 
reported 
May 
23, 
trusted 
presidential aides are trying to put together 
evidence that subversives were conspiring 
in 1972 to defeat President Nixon and to 
undermine the political system. To assist in 
this research, the White House apparently 
has enlisted the FBI. 


F B I agent David Rarity, for example, 
has questioned Vietnam veterans who 
worked 
in 
M cGovern’s 
Watergate 
“ veteran’s affairs” office. His appearance 
coincided with White House interest in this 
sort of research. Rarity asked them about 
any possible subversive activities within 
the group. 


“ He asked me if any planning was done 
out of the Watergate for demonstrations at 
the Republican national convention,” one 
veteran told us. “ He also asked a lot about 
the Socialist Worker’s Party — if there 
were any people associated with them 
around the office.” 


Other veterans interviewed by Rarity 
said he asked them the same questions. He 
also 
asked 
them 
to 
identify 
any 
“ troublemakers” in the organization. 


Watergate conspirator James McCord 
testified 
last 
Tuesday 
that 
he 
was 
concerned about potential violence at the 
Republican national convention because he 
believed several radical organizations were 
operating within the McGovern campaign. 
The need to discover the extent of these 
operations, McCord said, formed the 
justification 
for 
bugging 
Democratic 
headquarters at the Watergate.

Many of the scare stories came from 
Robert 
Mardian, 
then 
the 
Justice 
Department’s internal security chief, who 
worked himself into a state of political 
paranoia. He deluged his superiors with- 
warnings of civil disorders and political 
disruptions. 


We have obtained access to some of 
these 
hush-hush 
Justice 
Department 
reports and close examination disclosed 
that Mardian’s dire warnings were highly 
inflated. 


The vets have told us that some who 
were recently questioned by the F B I had 
been attached to Army intelligence during 
their Vietnam duty. 


“ None of us were very high up in the 
McGovern operation.” a vet told my 
associate Jack Cloherty. 
“ We 
mostly 
stuffed envelopes and organized block 
parties.” 


Rarity told those he interviewed his 
investigation was prompted by a recent 
A m erican 
S e rvice m an ’s 
U nion 
demonstration.

Phillips’ friends describe him as a 
political appointee suddenly set adrift. 
“ After OEO goes, where does Howie go?” 
asked one White House aide, sympathetic 
to Phillips. “ He’s not a lawyer. He’s still in 
debt from his unsuccessful 1970 campaign 
for Congress. Howie wants to stay in 
Washington, but what agency will have 
him?” 


Since the Watergate shake-up White 
House control of antipoverty programs has 
fallen 
largely 
to 
moderate 
Leonard 
Garment, 
the 
President’s 
new 
legal 
counsel, and Frank Carlucci, second in 


command at the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 


Under 
their 
influence, 
many OEO 
programs vehemently opposed by Phillips 
are quietly being refunded. “ There’s a real 
chance now that there will be a much 
smoother transition of OEO programs to 
other agencies,” one liberal Senate aide 
confided. 


Taking their cue from Phillips, his aides 
have been equally outspoken against the 
agency they are supposed to administer.

He added: “ This is an abomination of 
desecration parallel to that of Antiochous 
Epiphanous IV when he placed a statue of 
Zeus in the reconstructed temple of 
Solomon which rightly enraged the Jews 
and which modern desecration will rightly 
enrage the American taxpayers.” 


Even Phillips, who himself 
has a 
fondness for the classics, was unimpressed 
with such rhetorical license. The proposal, 
now on Phillips’ desk, very likely will get 
his approval.

M EXICO CITY (APi - Prob­ 
ably one of the least known 
tourist attractions of this capi­ 
tal city is right downtown the 
36 bronze statues lining both 
sides 
of 
the 
broad 
avenue 
Paseo de la Reforma 


The sculptures stand every 
200 feet amid Reforma’s bustle, 
ignored by tourist and Mexican 
alike, gazing tranquilly across 
the rushing traffic to their com­ 
patriots at the other side of the 
street. 


They were meant to honor 
the heroes of Mexico's war of 
reform 
and 
French 
inter­ 
vention. This is appropriate 
enough as Paseo de la Reforma 
means literally “ reform walk 
If they appear to be similar, it 
is because all the statues had 
to be life-size, and seven sculp 
tors did them all. one turning 
out 20. Half are military figures 
and not one is a woman 
Statues here lead a different 
life than their brethren in the 
United States. The figures, two 
from each state, are not gently 
buffed clean each day like their 
U.S. Capitol counterparts, but 
stand unprotected against Mex­ 
ico City's pollution 
Rut the 
lack of pigeons 
here helps 
make up for the smog. 


Francisco Sosa, a Yucatan 
poet, proposed in 1887 that each 
state send two statues of fa­ 
mous sons. The same year rul­ 
er Porfirio Diaz’s government, 
bent on “ Europeanizing" the 
city, endorsed Sosa's concept 
and even offered to pay for the 
pedestals. 


The original plan called for 
the monuments to be either 
marble or bronze, but the state 
of the Mexican economy dic­ 
tated the latter. The economy 
of the states appeared to be a 
bit weak also. A row of empty 
pedestals to the north of the 
figures testifies to the fact that 
only 18 of the 30 states sent 
statues. 


Alternating with the statues 
are an equal number of urns, 
probably intended to be com­ 
plementary . Some time ago, 
moralists got all worked up 
over the figure of nude Diana 
smack in the middle of a major 
traffic circle and she had to 
don a bronze bikini bottom for 
a while But the urns, each fea­ 
turing a pair of lovely uncov­ 
ered maidens, were left alone. 
They and the statues stand for­ 
lornly, unbothered and unno­ 
ticed. as the life of Mexico City 
passes them by.

Their first tasks were cali­ 
brating instruments designed to 
measure the effects of weigh­ 
tlessness on their physical con­ 
ditioning 
In one experiment, astronaut 
Paul J 
Weitz pedaled an ex­ 
ercise bicycle as electronic sen­ 
sors monitored his heartbeat, 
blood pressure, breathing rate 
and other vital functions. 
Kerwin reported that high 
temperatures in the space lab- 
still in the 90s 
made it risky 
for Weitz to exert himself as 
much as the test called for. 
Another deconditioning prob­ 
lem previous space explorers 
have had is that their circulato­ 
ry systems are unable to adjust 
immediately to gravity after 
pumping lazily in zero gravity. 


As a result, some returning 
astronauts have been dizzy and 
weak because of blood pooled 
in their legs and feet. 
To check on this blood vessel 
deconditioning during the 26- 
day mission, the crewmen peri­ 
odically will insert their legs 
and lower body into a barrel­ 
shaped negative pressure de­ 
vice. 
As a vacuum pump lowers 
the pressure around the legs, 
the normal pressure surround­ 
ing the upper body forces blood 
into the lower extremities. This 
simulates the blood pooling a 
returning astronaut would ex­ 
perience. and electronic sensors 
measure how well the heart 
and blood vessels respond. 
The crew was scheduled to 
repeat the negative pressure 
procedure and the bicycle ex­ 
ercise today and at regular in­ 
tervals after that.

nologies But this leadership is 
being eroded by a resurgence 
of industrv in Western Europe. 
Japan and the Soviet I'nion

— For the first time in 93 
years the I S surplus in inter­ 
national trade turned into a 
deficit in 1968 and the balance 
of payments has continued to 
deteriorate slowly since then. 
— Hundreds of thousands of 
jobs have been lost in this 
country 
— The Soviet Union has tak­ 
en advantage of the American 
slowdown to embark on an all- 
out technological development 
program aimed at global mili­ 
tary supremacy 
— A concerned Nixon admin­ 
istration has initiated programs 
intended to stimulate and direct 
the nation's technological prog­ 
ress. Many are aimed at devel­ 
oping technology to solve tech­ 
nology-spawned problems such 
as pollution, an energy short­ 
age. transportation snarls and 
urban development 
There are many reasons for 
the relative decline of U.S. 
technology in the world arena. 
Included are lower wages over­ 
seas. higher foreign productiv­ 
ity. a drop in federal funding 
for research in this country, the 
establishment of plants abroad 
by

multinational 
companies and the selling to 
other nations of American tech­ 
nological know-how and sophis­ 
ticated 
products

Most important, it was inevi­ 
table that many highly industri­

Nine out of every 10 home ra­ 
dios sold in the United States 
come from overseas, as do half 
of the shoes.

The AFL-CIO estimates 700.- 
000 U.S. jobs have been lost to 
this kind of competition in the 
last five years. The electronics 
industry estimated 50.000 jobs 
lost: the footwear industry pre­ 
dicts 175.000 jobs will be lost by 
1975. and the textile industry 
says it lost 250.000 jobs in 1969 
alone. 
More than 100.000 industrial 
scientists, engineers and tech­ 
nicians in the United States are 
unemployed. 


Much of the U.S. balance of 
payments deficit comes in the 
so called low technology areas 
such as footwear, textiles, iron, 
steel and furniture. These are 
items of low productivity, or 
widely available old technology. 
They produced a trade deficit 
of $6.8 billion in 1970. 


But in high technology prod­ 
ucts in which the U.S. has ex­ 
celled — aircraft, chemicals, 
computers, automobiles, and 
machine tools — this nation has 
had a steady trade surplus of 
more than $9 billion annually 
e\erv year since 1965. 


Economic analysis shows this 
nation has achieved much of its 
standard of living by turning 
out these high technology items 
in which the individual worker 
produces high value per man 
hour, while importing low tech­ 
nology products and decreasing 
our production of them 


This lesson has not been lost 
on other countries, particularly 
Japan and Western Europe. 
They are investing heavily in 
high technology industries, con­ 
verting present industries to 
greater productivity, taking ad­ 
vantage of their lower wage 
rates and moving in on the in­ 
ternational market in just the 
area where the United States 
was doing best 


In 1970. the U.S. trade sur­ 
plus in high technology prod­ 
ucts with developed nations like 
Japan. Western Europe and 
Canada was $2.1 billion, off 43 
per cent from 1965. while its 
surplus with the rest of the 
world in those products was 
$7 4 billion, up 37 per cent 


In that same five-year period. 
American exports to all the 
world in high technologv goods 
dropped from 80 to 65 per cent

“ The current high level of ab­ 
senteeism. the work stoppages 
and turnover rates in American 
industry are having serious det­ 
rimental effects on our efforts 
to increase productivity, 
re­ 
ports Edward Cole, president of 
General Motors Corp 
From the end of World War 
II through the mid 1960s. the 
United States was unmatched 
in its ability to produce new 
products, get them into a mass 
market place and keep increas­ 
ing the productivity of its in­ 
dustry with work-saving ma­ 
chines. 
There were other reasons be­ 
sides a postwar hangover in 
many parts of the globe Pro­ 
portionately. the United States 
had a much larger force of 
technical manpower Risk capi­ 
tal was more readily available, 
an d 
American 
companies 
moved fast to introduce new 
products. 
Moreover, the United States 
was spending more than $20 bil­ 
lion in federal funds a year for 
research and development on 
sucp massive projects as nucle­ 
ar power, missiles and space. 
The money helped to propel the 
technology of computers and 
microelectronics. 


Most of the world s airlines 
flew jetliners made in America. 
Most of the world's computers 
and electric instruments came 
from this country. U.S. con­ 
tractors and engineers scat­ 
tered around the globe to build 
chemical plants, bridges, dams 
and harbors. 


But as the Europeans and 
Japanese recovered in postwar 
years the reverse technology 
lag began to appear 
Foreign 
steelmakers 
began 
installing 
new processing 
like the basic 
oxygen furnace 
on a wider 
scale than American mdustrv 
New. modern foreign plants 
suddenly made many U S fac­ 
tories almost obsolete by com­ 
parison 


In the earlv 1960s. American 
heavy machinery builders en­ 
countered strong overseas com­ 
petition in both design and 
price Twenty years of foreign 


aid had forged many nations 
economies into significant fac­ 
tors in international trade.

The cold war. meanwhile, 
fueled an intense technological 
battle between the U.S. and 
Russia 
Both sought prestige 
and power in developing sophis­ 
ticated new military weapons 
and space vehicles 


The United States won the 
race to the moon and then 
seemed content to sit on its lau­ 
rels. It cut space funding near­ 
ly in half 
from $5 9 billion in 
1966 to $3.2 billion this year, 
tossing 
thousands of 
skilled 
technical people out of work 
Simultaneously, 
with 
cold 
war tensions eased, military re­ 
search funding has been sliced 
by several billion dollars. 


But 
the Soviets have not 
slowed down according to de­ 
fense department officials. Ex­ 
amples: 
— The U.S. Air Force is de­ 


veloping an advanced strategic 
bomber, the Bl. scheduled to 
fly in about two years. The 
Russian equivalent, the Back­ 
fire. already is in the air 
The Soviet MIG 23 Fox-
